MOSCOW, Aug. 6 — Germany’s 
entire eastern front was threaten­ 
ed with collapse today as the Red 
army rolled through gaps made by 
the capture of Orel and Belgorod 
in the first great Russian summer 
offensiv e of the war. 
The Red army’s new 
objectiv es 
appeared too be Bryansk and Khar­ 
kov . Russian troops pressing south 
from Belgorod were leas than 45 
miles from Kharkov while in the 
north the Russian ramies pushing 
through Orel were about 75 miles 
from Bryansk. 
The Kharkov salient now bulges 
out in the German line and the 
Nazi garrison there is in the same 
position as their cohorts at Orel be­ 
fore they gav e up the city. 
Moscow Jubilant 
Moscow was in a holiday mood 
for the first, time in the war ov er 
the twin v ictories. 
Front line dispatches gav e details 
of the ^Russian triumph, which was 
greeted in Moscow with the first 
gun salute of the war and an an­ 
nouncement 
by 
Premier 
Joseph 
Stalin that the v ictories dispelled 
“the legend of the Germans that 
the Sov iet troops are allegedly un­ 
able to wage a successful offensiv e 
in the summer time.” 
Ev en as details of capture of the 
two cities reached the capital the 
Red army pushed on in its great of­ 
fensiv e against desperate rear guard 
action. 
No estimate of the size of the 
en€ my forces inv olv ed in the Orel 
calient was av ailable, but presum­ 
ably a considerable number escaped 
through a gap along and between 
the roads running from Orel west 
to Bryansk and-southwf* 
to Kro my 
The German position at Kharkov 
appeared equally difficult, with the 
northern flank also menaced by 
Red army forces west of Kuptansk. 
Dispatches said the Germans car­ 
ried out. methodical demolition of 
Orel before the Red army’s entry, 
ev en cutting the railroad tracks at 
interv als of ev ery two 
or 
three 
yards. 
Only the walls remained 
of the railroad station.
